The strong industrial areas of the 
East and North have proved to be the bal- 
ance of power in recent elections. The

The Chicken Chains 
Have a Good Year 


Georgia’s rise to the top of the class in 
poultry. production was duly noted last week 
by a national magazine and commented on 
in The Constitution. 


There’s a partial explanation of this surge 
in chicken raising in the Georgia Cloverleaf, 
4-H publication for the state. The Clover- 
leaf reports that the 4-H Club poultry chain 
has so progressed that 1951 was a year of 
outstanding success. 

Youngsters learning the business through 
4-H started out with 98,074 chicks and raised 
over 90,000 of them to broiler stage. In the 
State Show there were 107 blue ribbon win- 
ners in 1951 as compared to 72 the year 
before. 

Every flock ‘entered from Jones County 
won a first, this Middle Georgia community 
repeating its performance of 1948 when 
Jones became the first county in the state 
to classify as “all-blue.” 

There’s. significance in that, since Jonés 
County is well down toward the center of 
state. Raising broilers is by no means con- 
fined to the hill country. The brooder 
houses are moving southward. 

“Districtwise,” says the 4-H publication, 
“northwest Georgia had the most ribbons, 
100.”, But southwest Georgia had 98 prize 
winners. | 

As a going concern in Georgia, chicken 
raising is getting the attention it déserves. 
The Extension Service has developed an ade- 
quate course in poultry management. Agents 
from the service are helping the poultrymen 
with their problems: And they are indoc- 
trinating the young people in the funda- 
mentals of seeing chicks through from the 
incubator to meat on the table and money 
in the bank.

Coroner’s Court Procedure Defended 


Atlanta—You published as 
one of the objectives of Atlanta 
League of Women Voters legis- 
lation abolishing the coroner’s 
court, turning its functions over 
to a physician. 

This court is of common law 
origin and has been a part of 
our judicial system since Ogle- 
thorpe. It is a court of recerd, 
presided over by a _ coroner, 
elected as other county officers 
are elected, and in which a jury

makes findings of fact after 
hearing evidence. 

The county physician is in- 
variably a witness as to the 


medical aspects of any case un- 
der investigation, and as such 
is able to clear up such ques- 
tions a great deal better than 
if he were the judge. These are 
usually the least important find- 
ings to be made, since the court 
is a committing court and fixes 
criminal liability for homicides

NEW YORK, N. Y., Jan. 13. 
The fashion press went calling 
on Georgian royalty when Prince 
and Princess Artchil Gourielli 
entertained at their 36-room 
penthouse on Park Ave. 

Prince Gourielli is a south- 
ern Russian from the Georgian 

rovince. Princess Gourielli is 
ob a known by her lipstick 
label name, Madame Helena 
Rubinstein. 

The woman who pioneered in 

the face enamel industry col- 
lects modern paintings and 
graphic art. 
Her gallery is on the top floor 
‘ of a three-story apartment and

Despite 
surrealist background, the por- 
trait is an accurate likeness.

“Heroic Noon,” and “Evening.”

Are you a name caller? 

Do you flaunt the names of 
the socially prominent whom 
you have just met (or hope to 
meet) or are in the process of 
knowing? If you do you are a 
climber of the objectionable 


type. 

Everyone is entitled to make 
his way socially, if he employs 
legitimate ways and means. 
Everyone has the right to strive 
to be received on a footing of 
social parity in those circles 
which he would like to enter. 
All attempts to boast about so- 
cial position or a desirable “en- 
tree” shows that in essence, the 
man or the woman who makes it 
does not deserve the place he or 
she seeks. 


The name callers are closely 
aligned to the pushers who run 
the merry-go-round of parties 
in high gear all the time.

Please explain how the title 
Junior and the “II” is used after 
a boy’s or a man’s name?

Answer. The use of Junior 
means the son or a grandson of 
the man of the same name.

M eals That Are Penny Savers 


Can Be Palate Satisfiers Also 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD* 


Whenever you talk penny-saving meals to the menfolks, they 


are apt to see red and scream along with it. They think of such 
meals as horrible concoctions. But here is a good Monday surprise. 
How about serving a man’s top favorite, hearty enough for four, 
at a cost of less than an inflated dollar? 


According to last Friday's food 


“prices and a rugged test at 


home, here it is: Rich, brown, 
meat-filled beef stew topped 
with sage dumpling puffs as 
light as thistledown. Now ‘can 
you beat that for about 96 cents 
for four whopping servings? 
This dish can be prepared even 
more cheaply if you make a 
good buy on the meat. 


The most expensive ingredient | 


is the meat and here is a para- 
dox if I’ve ever seen one. Stew 
meat, long considered not ex- 
actly a fashionable cut, was 
priced in one ad at 82 cents a 
pound. (There was some priced 
less, ¢oo.)° The next item was 
U. S. Government choice grade 
chuck roast at 75 cents. In other 


- words, ungreded stew meat was 


7 cents a pound MORE than one 
of the top grades of one of the 
more desirable cuts. No wonder 
budgets don’t come out the way 
they should these days. 


Anyway, beef stew is always 
good and so very easy to let 
cook slowly on the back of the 
stove the day you are busy with 
so many other chores. Serve this 
grand dish with a canned green 
vegetable, a grapefruit salad and 
some chocolate pudding for des- 
sert. You won’t need bread; let 
the dumplings double for it. 


BROWNED MEAT STEW 
1 pound boneless beef 
shoulder 
cup flour 
teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
teaspoon paprika 
4 cup fat 
cup water 
tablespoon worcestershire 
sauce 
medium onion 
Cut meat into 142-inch cubes. 


‘Combine flour, salt, pepper and 


paprika. Roll meat cubes in this 
mixture until they are well coat- 
ed. Melt fat in heavy skillet or 
kettle with a close-fitting lid. 
Drop meat into fat and brown 


thoroughly over medium heat. 
(This browning gives the rich 
brown color to the gravy and the 
wonderful flavor to a good stew. 
So don’t hurry this job.) Add 
water and worcestershire sauce. 
Slice peeled onion into thirds 
and lay on top of meat. Cover 
and simmer about 2 hours. Don’t 
boil. Some folks may wish to 
add carrots and potatoes, if so, 
add during last half hour of 
cooking. 


FEATHERWEIGHT DUMP- 
LINGS FOR STEW wait for 
no man, so be sure everyone 
and everything is ready for the 


meal when these little puffs are 


put to cook. Perhaps you were 
taught to steam dumplings the 
entire time. The newest method 
and the best one is to cook 
them half the time uncovered, 
then pop the lid on for just 10 
minutes. 


PLAIN DUMPLINGS 

1144 cups sifted flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder. 

34 teaspoon salt 

34 cup milk. 

Sift together first three in- 
gredients. Add milk and stir 
only ur'til b'ended. Dip a table- 
spoon into the boiling broth, 
then dip up a spoonful of bat- 
ter and slip it off into the broth. 
Try to place each dumpling on 
meat pieces. Cook 10 minutes 
without a cover; then 10 min- 
utes with pan tightly covered, 
Serve at once. If necessary 
thicken the gravy to suit your 
taste. 

Sometimes for variety it is 
fun to add cheese, chive, herb or 
parsley to the dumplings. Here's 
how: 

Cheese Dumplings: Follow 
above recipe, adding % cup 
grated sharp cheese to the sifted 
drv 
milk. 

Herb Dumplings: Follow rec- 
ipe above, except add 3 table- 
spoons minced parsley, chives, 
or herbs such as fresh Sage, 
thyme, or savory to the dry in- 
gredients.

Drug Reduces 


Fracture Swell 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13—(INS). 


A new drug called “hyaluroni- . 


dase” is being hailed by scien- 
tists as a boon to people inca- 
pacitated by fractures or 
sprains. 

Doctors. report that injec- 
tions of the new drug into a 
twisted ankle, for example, will 
reduce the swelling and permit 


far earlier use of the limb than 
previously. 

In mahy cases, less than 24 
hours after the ankle ' was 
sprained the swelling subsided 
and early use of the limb was 
encouraged. 

This new technique for the 
rapid reduction of- swelling in 
fractures of the leg, arm or an- 
kle was disclosed in a medical 
motion picture produced under 
the direction of the Columbia 
University College of Physicians 
and Surgeons and Presbyterian 
Hospital of New York by Wyeth, 
Incorporated. 

Hyaluronidase, the film ex- 
plained, is known as “the 
spreading factor” because it per- 
mits rapid diffusion of liquids 
through the body because of its 
ability to break down “hyalu- 
ronic acid,” an important com- 
ponent in the jelly-like mass 
which holds cells together in 
tissue. 

Used in fractures,

As a result of the almost com- 
plete extermination of fringe 
bookmaking and gambling and 
the consequent elmination of the 
gambling gentry who once had 
fat bankrolls, nightclubs in 


| Miami Beach, which once count- 
| ed on their patronage, are hav- 


ing a hard time. The night- 


| clubs have no midnight business. 


About the only attraction that 
did well here, this season, was 
MGM's singing star, Jane Pow- 
ell. In addition to her national 
publicity as a screen star, young 
Miss Powell offered a big-league 
act. Few movie stars ever have 
registered a bigger impact. 

The fear wf bookmakers was 
best illustrated when Georgia 
Tech played Baylor in the local 
Bowl game.
